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MARK TWAIN AND THE PRESIDENCY. 


He Offers Himself as a Candidate, and 
Points to His “ Record.” 


Mark Twain has published the fol- 
ype open letter to his countrymen 
ef either er any party: 

„ have pretty much made up my 
mind to run for President. What the 
country wants is a candidate who can 
not be injured by investigation of his 
past history, so that the enemies of 
the y will be unable to rake up 
anything against him that nobody 
ever heard of before. If you knew 
the worst about a candidate to begin 


with, every attempt to spring things 


en him is checkmated. Now I am 
going to enter the field with an open 
record. I am going to own up in ad- 
vance to all the wickedness I have 
done, and if any Congressional Com- 
mittee is disposed to prowl around my 
biography in the hope of discovering 
any dark and deadly deed that I have 
secreted, why—let it prowl. 

In the first place I admit that I 
treed a rheumatic grandfather of mine 
in the winter of 1850. He was old 
and inexpert in climbing trees, but 
with the heartless brutality that is 
characteristic of me I ran him out of 
the front door in his night shirt at the 
point of a shot gun and caused him to 
bowl up a maple tree, where he re- 
— all night, while I emptied shot 
into hig legs. I did this because he 
snered. I will doit again if ever I 
have another grandfather. I am as 
inhuman now as I was in 1850. 

I candidly acknowledge that I ran 
away at the battle of Gettysburg. My 
friends have tried to smooth over this 
fact by asserting that I did so for the 
purpose of imitating Washington, who 
went into the woods at Valley Forge 
for the purpose of saying his prayers. 
It was a miserable subterfuge. I 
struck out in a straight line for the 
Tropic of Cancer because I was scared. 
I wanted my country saved, but I pre- 
ferred to have somebody else save it. 
I entertain that preference yet. If 
the bubble reputation can be obtained 
only at the cannon's mouth, I am 
willing to go there for it, provided the 
eannen is empty. If it is loaded my 
immortal and inflexible purpose is to 

et over the fence and go home. My 
nvariable practice in war has been te 
bring out of every fight two-thirds 
more men than when I went in. This 
seems to me to be Napoleonic in its 
grandeur. 

My financial views are of the most 
decided character, but they are not 
likely, perhaps, to increase my popu- 
larity with the advocates of inflation. 
I do not insist upon the special suprem- 
acy of rag money or hard money. The 

at fundamental principle of my life 
is to teke any kind I can get. 

The rumor that I buried a dead 
aunt under my grape vine was correct. 
The vine 42 fertilizing, my aunt 
had to be buried, and I dedicated her 
to that high — — Does that unfit 
me for the Presidency? The Consti- 
tution of our country does not say 80. 
No other citizen was ever considered 
unwerthy of this office because he en- 
riched his grape-vines with his dead 
relatives. Why should I be selected 
as the first victim of an absurd preju- 
dice ? 

I admit also that I am not-a friend 
of the poor man. I regard the poor 
man, in his present condition, as so 
much wasted raw material. Cut u 
and properly canned, he might be 
made useful to fatten the natives of 
the cannibal islands and to improve 
our export trade with that region. I 
shall recommend legislation upon the 
subject in my first Message. 
campaign cry will be: Desiccate the 
poor workingman; stuff him jato 
sausages. 

These are about the worst parts of 
my record. On them I come before 
the country. If my country don't 
want me, I will go back again. But I 
recommend myself asa safe man—a 
man who starts from the basis of total 
Gepravity and proposes to be fiendish 

o the last.

RAILROAD COLLISION. 
A “Special” Runs into Freight Train 
No. 5—Fireman’s Leg Broken, No- 
body Killed. 


§ [There was a railroad accident on t 

Central Pacific road last night. An 
engine, pulling the special car of assist- 
ant chief engineer Clements, of the 
C. P. road, ran into section two of No. 
5, the east bound freight train, about 
one mile east of Cisco. No. 5 wasa 
double header, and her front engine 
was ditched. The fireman of the spec- 
ial, James Bailey, had his leg broken, 
and it was reported that Mrs. Clem- 


ents had her collar bone broken, be- 
sides being severely bruised. No 
other casualties of note occurred. The 
special was thrown from the track, but 
was not wrecked. Beyond a few 
breakages about the engines, No. 5 
was not damaged. 


THE COLLISION OCCURRED 

about 12 o'clock last night, and it was 
several hours befere the road could be 
cleared for trains to pass. The east 


bound overland train was delayed 
nearly six hours by the accident. It 
was due here at 2:30 but did not ar- 
rive until eight. The lightning was 
an hour and a quarter behind time 
from the same cause. The cause of 
the collission is involved in doubt. 
The special passed the first section of 
number five at Summit, and the engi- 
neer says that N had no red lant- 
ern hanging out at the rear to signal 
the coming of another train. The train 
men of No. 5 are equally positive that 
the red light was hanging out, and 
thus the matter stands. The engineer 
ef engine No. 100, which was pulling 
the special car, had orders to run re- 
gardless of all other trains. At the 
time of the collision Mrs. Olements 
was riding in the cab of the locomo- 
tive, and it is surprising that she did 
not get seriously injured.

The 
crowd gathered around the man ex- 
pecting to find him crushed to atoms, 
He was found in an unconcious con- 
dition, but no bones were broken. 
Medical aid was immediately precured 
and the unfortunate man properly 
cared for. 


The Slayer of Adam Clark Agquitted.

MATTERS IN SUTRO. 


Operations at the Tunnel — Rumors 
About Ore Bodles---Prog ress of 
the Drifta. 


[Sutro Independent, June 26th.| 


When the flooded mines begin 
— their water into the tunnel 
usiness will then begin to thrive in 
Sutro on a solid basis. A force of 
men will be put on about the first of 
July to retimber the tunnel where 
necessary and to dig out the unfin- 
ished portion of thedrain. Shaft No. 
2 is being put in readiness for the 
working of the air compressors. 

Last Monday a force of machinists 
was put on in the 60-fovt shaft which 
has u sunk in the machine shop. 
A 13-inch turbive wheel will be put 
in at the bettom, and a sufficient 
amount of water will be drawn from 
the tunnel drain to work the machi- 
nery in the shop, thus dispensing with 
the use of steam. The waste water 
will be carried away through the 1600 
foot tunnel or drain which empties in- 
to the ditch in 27th street, and used 
to irrigate the trees on each side of 
the street and the two large plazas in 
the suburbs. 

The water will be allowed te de- 
scend to the wheel in a pipe or col- 
umn twe feet in diameter. A body of 
water of such volume falling perpen- 
dicularly and forced suddenly iato a 
small pipe before striking the wheel 
will exert an engrmous pressure, and 
as the force wil constant sufficient 
pewer will be in reserve to run a shep 
of twice the capacity, and also to op- 
erate a wire Cable for the transporta- 
tion of ore through the tunnel. 

It was rted some time ago that 
Mr. Sutro purchased the machi- 
nery of the Rock Point mill for the 
purpose of removing it to this place 
and working the ores which will be 
taken out through the tunnel. This 
rumer has not yet been substantiated, 
but it is the general belief that a mill 
or two will be erected shortly and 
that ores will be successfully worked 
here. It was also reported that in 
cutting the sub-drain stringers or 
feeders of ore bodies were found by 
the miners, but the matter for some 
reason or other has been kept very 
dark. If such be the fact, however, 
and the rumor was circulated in Vir- 
ginia by some of the disc min 
ers in the tunnel, the tunnel company 
can take out and reduce its own ore
